wise the Guard would be accused of favoring the USSR. in his opinion, the 
teplomnaires should bo proud of Horia Sima and his policy. Conanoiu, how 
ever, favored collaboration with the Groza Goverment, in order te avoid 
persecution. Although he believed thet tha United States would bo victori= 
ous in en ermed conflict, Conanciu declared that the Ruvanian Governmens 
mhould be told that the Guard would suppert the USSR in the event of ar, 
Us felt thet if the Guard could meintein itself throughout such a conflict, 
1% would be one of the few political movements which the United States could 
utilize for the reconstruction of Rumania. Comenciu believed thet the United 
States would ubiiize the Guard after a war, despite ite collaboration with 
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Nedelou favored support of the Western Powers, although he believed that 
the Guard should pretend to colleborate with the Grosa Goverment. He 
considered Horia Sima as the best "ambassador" to the Americans. Patrascv 
then indicated that he had revieui his previous opinions. Declaring that 
Sima remained the leader of the Gmrd and could not be criticized, he 
favored collaboration with the G:oza Government as long as it remained 
powerful. Such collaboration, hi deolared, paid immediate dividends.
